THE RIVERS. 


Oct. 24.—There bos been a 


slight fall in the flood to-day, but the 
stage of the water is still one foot above 
the highest point reached by the rise of 
last spring. All railroads leading south

The Diffnision of Seeds. 


In a very large nnnfljer of cases the 


difl'usion o| seeds is effected by animals. 
To this class belong tlie fruita and .ber- 
ries. In them nn outer 'fleshy portion 
becomes pulpy anil generally sweet, in- 
clo«ing the seeds. It is renmvkablQ thai 
swch Iruits, in order, doubtless, to.at- 
tract animals, aroj like flowers, brightly 
colored—f«v forJ?inBtnnce, the cherry, 
crirrant, apple, peach, '•plum, stra^ber- 
ry, raspberry and many others. 'This 
colof, moreover,--is.-not present in the 
nnripe fiiut, biifc is Bxpjdly'dovelopfed at 
. maturity,'"'In'.Sncli cases the,actual seed 
is generally protected by n dense, aomo- 
timea aliiwjst stony, 'covering BO that it 
oScapes'digcsHe^, wfifte^Its germination 
is perhaps hastened by the heat of the 
animal's body. It may bp said that the 
skin pi' iipplo and pear pips is compara- 
-tivery'soft; brit tlioii they ore imbedded 
iu a stringy core, which is seldom eaten. 
These colored fruits form a considerable 
part o! the food of. monkeys in tho.trop- 
ical regions of the earth, ;ami "wo, con, I 
think, hardly doubt that these animals 
ore guided by thoroolor. just aa we aro, 
in selecting the-ripo frnit. In thete in- 
stances of colored fruits tho fleshy, edi- 
ble part inore or ICBSiiirrouncls the truo 
"se'ctls; in others the actual seeds them- 
selves .become.edible. In tho forme: 
tho 'edible part Serves' ns'a tctnptation'to 
oniniids; in tho, latter'itsisBtorod up for 
the tasb bf'tlfo plantitsolf. -When, there- 
fore, tlio seeds themselves are edible they 
ore generally protected by more or lees 
hard or bitter envelopes—for instance, 
the horsO ' elvestnrit, beech, Spanish 
chestnut, walnut, otc. That these seeds 
ire- used for .food by squirrels and1 other 
animals iaK-however, by no moons neces- 
sarily an evil |ji the' plant, for the result 
is that they? are'often carried some dis- 
tance nncrtheri dropped,'' 6* stored up 
and forgotten, so that in this way they 
getchrried'away ftoin the parent tree.
